Get the specs and who makes cable ,there are a number of 9913 equiv.. I 
have not seen anything posted on Times Microwave System cable LMR-400(the 
old name was Times Wire and Cable,they have been around since late 
forties). To me this cable is better than 9913 it has same loss 
characteristics but comes with weather resistant polyethylene jacket and 
integral vapor seal. The LMR-400 also has a foam dielectric so water will 
not condense inside. The dimensions are same as 9913 and 9913 connector 
will work. The reason I beleive it cost less is that it uses a copper 
plated center conductor. Here on west coast LMR-400 is sold by Talley 
Electronics at $0.45/ foot at 500ft and above. QST has add from Cable 
X-perts but they want about $0.62/ft for LMR400. There is also a LMR-600 
with loss of 1.7db at 100ft but needs special connector at $25.00 each. I 
do not have any interest or work for above companies, only a satisfied 
customer.
